is given in a letter, writ-: 
ten in early October, from 
2 Home manufacturer to 
a local British firm. 

The letter, which is repro- 
duced here, will enable readers 
to form an impression of the 
present conduct of business in 
Britain. . Commercial firms in 
the Colony may also be in- 
terested in the advice given 
regarding cabling procedure 
and the regulations in respect 
of the recently-imposed Pur- 
chase Tax. 

The manufacturer saysi— 

Since we circulnrised you In 
July, despite the intensifleition of 
the enemy effort against this coun- 
try, you will,have observed there 
has been little change in our 
sability to muintaln supplics to your 
market. The only renl difiiculty 
with which we-bave been con- 
fronted hos been the logical 
diminution in shipping facilities 
from the Port of London, ‘This, 
however, has been more in the 
nature of a domestic problem, as 
in.the main we have been hble to 
transfer the manufacture of our 
foods for export, normally made at 
our London works, te our Lan- 
cashire works. Where this .was 
impossible our transport nightly

how successfully overseas 
orders are being: fulfilled, 
is given in a letter, writ- 
ten in early October, from 
a Home manufacturer to 
a local British firm. 

The letter, which is repro- 
duced here, will enable readers 
to form an impression of the 
present conduct of business in 
Britain. Commercjal firms in 
the Colony may also be in- 
terested in the advice given 
regarding cabling procedure 
and the regulations in respect 
of the recently-imposed Pur- 
chase Tax,

Bombings 
To conclude, we would not wish 
to ercote an ftmpression that the 
life of this country 1s quite un- 


. disturbed, but rather that our

The. indiscriminate nature of” 
these bombings might be tllustrated | 
by a very recent experience during 
a night raid. In an_ essentiolly 
residential area on the. extreme 
outskirls of London, a German 
plane dropped probably its .full 
complement of bombs, ‘These 
bombs fell jn an area, the radius 
of which would be nbout a quar- 
ter of a mile, the damage being to 
houses, a block of flats, o public. 
house and stables. The nearest 
passible objective was a bridge, of 
no great importance, quite a mile 
distant. 

These bombings achieved nothing 
‘as affecting our war cffort, and 
miraculously only. two people were 
Icdlled and _three treated for minor 
injuries, The stable did suffer, 
elght horses. being killed. Close 
at fhond on the samo night’ tho 
wives of two personal friends were 
killed outright and, in the ono 
case, the second son ond only 
snuciter also perished, Remaining 
members of both families’ are in 
hospital.
